WHY? The making of an index 
may be compared to the catalog- 
ing of a library. A book may 
be classified in only one place on 
the shelves—an article may ap- 
pear in only one place in an ency- 
clopedia. But articles as well as 
books treat of many sub-topics 
more specific than the main sub- 
ject under which they are classi- 
fied, and different phases of the 
same subject may be treated in 
other books and articles. The cat- 
alog or the index bring together 
in one place all the references on a given topic, 
and show where the information may be found no 
matter in which book or article it may appear. 


The need of an index to an encyclopedia is just 
as obvious to the thinking person as a catalog to 
a library. Two fundamental factors enter into 
the making of an index: the subject matter of the 
work to be indexed, and the uses to be made of it. 


SUBJECT MATTER The splendid new edition 
of Compton’s Pictured Encyclopedia comprises a 
range of subjects that includes something about 
every popular branch of knowledge from arche- 
ology to radio. Such a work requires a plan simi- 
lar to the cataloging of a large general library as 
opposed to ahighly specialized technical collection. 


USES Children and young people in the home, 
in the schools and in libraries, find in Compton’s 
exactly the information they need. The readiness 
with which they find this information will depend 
upon the index. 


PLAN AND PROCEDURE The most practical 
plan for any index is the ‘Dictionary plan.’’ 
Topics are indexed under specific subject headings, 
and arranged alphabetically. Entries include not 
only names and facts, but ‘‘ideas.’’ For example, 
anything about an ‘‘outlet to the sea’’ for an 
inland nation and its bearing upon relations with 
neighboring nations of interest in the considera- 
tion of international relations as a whole. The 
relation of inland waterways to the progress of 
civilization, the development of commerce in 
relation to physiography—these and many other 
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topics not expressly referred to 
in the text in that manner wil!, 
in the index of ‘‘ideas,’’ be inter- 
preted in terms that add greatly 
to the usefulness of an index. 


SUBJECT HEADINGS The 
broad scope of Compton’s subject 
matter requires a comprehensive 
list of headings; its use by chil- 
dren demands that these head- 
ings be simple and direct; and 
its use as a reference tool in 
libraries and schools requires 
that the terminology conform to that used in 
schoolwork or by children in their home activities. 


CROSS REFERENCES It frequently happens 
that two or more terms may be used for the same 
subject; for example, ‘‘Disarmament,’’ ‘‘Limita- 
tion of Armament,’’ ‘‘Armament, limitation of.’’ 
One of these terms must be chosen and the others 
discarded; but for the convenience of the reader 
who may think first of the discarded term a ‘‘cross 
reference’ directs him from that word to the 
one selected for entry. See also in Index phrases 
will be found very useful throughout the index. 


PICTURES According to the plan, pictures 
were to receive special attention and were to be 
indexed under their particular subjects. 


FULLNESS The number of entries, some 100,000, 
is evidence that the plan contemplated very full 
analysis, that quality was to be the criterion, and 
no expense was to be spared to make available 
every item of significance in Compton’s.
